John Kanzius, K3TUP, of Erie, Pennsylvania, passed away February 18 in Florida from pneumonia. He was 64. Kanzius was best known for his 
research into finding a cure for cancer using radio waves, specifically 13.56 MHz. 


In 1966 at age 22, Kanzius came to Erie, Pennsylvania to work for JET Broadcasting. After 24 years as a broadcast engineer, he rm es 
was appointed vice president and general manager of the company in 1980. After retiring to Florida, Kanzius was diagnosed with i 
leukemia in 2002. He summarized his chemotherapy in a February 2008 article in OST as "Hoping we kill the cancer before we 

kill the person." In October 2003 -- thinking there had to be a better treatment -- Kanzius had the idea to kill the cancer cell with 

radio waves, not a new idea. But Kanzius went a bit further: Instead of using needles, as was currently used, why not "trick" the 

cancer cells into absorbing a metal target into the inside of the cancer cells, leaving the healthy cells alone? 


In 2005, Kanzius teamed up with cancer researchers at M. D. Anderson (part of the University of Texas health system in 
Houston) and Rice University (also in Houston). Using nanoparticles — metallic objects measured in billionths of an inch — 
heated by RF using a machine that Kanzius invented, the researchers were impressed: "The research scientists at Rice were 
stunned to see that my device could heat nanoparticles at the 13.56 MHz frequency," Kanzius said. 


Kanzius credited his father for his inspiration: "Trying to build an array that would heat particles one billionth of a meter in length was challenging. But 
building equipment all of my life was inspired by my dad, W3NRE, who was licensed in 1934." 


Pitts recalled that in 2007, he received an e-mail from a ham, asking if he was aware of the research Kanzius was attempting: "I looked at the attached 
video clip and | was skeptical. But | became more curious about this kitchen table tinkerer-ham and investigated the claims. | learned two major things: 
First, this was not a harebrained scheme — it really worked (!), and — even more important for me — John Kanzius was a true gentleman. Bright, 
polite and enthusiastic without being overbearing, | liked him. Over the next months as | wrote the QST article about his work, | came to know him and 
his true desire to help other cancer victims. Since then, we stayed in touch by phone and e-mail. | enjoyed his delight as each step in the process of 
bringing his machine and concept to human use was proven by M. D. Anderson and other cancer research facilities. Some people just make your 
world better by being there. John was one of those people. Though | never met him in person, it was always good to hear from him and | enjoyed the 
friendship. Losing him makes the world a little colder. | will miss him."

In 2000, DXCC program rules were modified substantially in an effort to 
create simplified and stronger rules that would help make DXCC work well in 
the 21st century while tightening the DXCC List Criteria. 


At the same time the DXCC Challenge Award/competition was created as 
part of the modernization effort. The Challenge is intended to allow for an 
energetic new pursuit in DXing that focuses on statistics based upon only 
current entities on the List. The Challenge has been highly successful. 


Another change resulting from this rules modernization was a subtle change 
from "deleting entities" to "removing entities." The intent of this change was to 
no longer allow the addition of deleted entities to the Deleted Entity List. 


In the subsequent years since DXCC 2000 there have been few issues with 
this concept and resultant little attention given to the realities of the 
ideological change. Recently, however, since the rollout of Logbook of the 
World (LoTW) and various political changes internationally, it has become 
evident that the program should return the concept of deleting entities for 
mostly administrative reasons. "Removing" an entity from the DXCC system 
is non-trivial if not impossible. Also, the success of the DXCC Challenge and 
the DXCC Honor Roll have made a great game better by providing a playing 
field that isn't heavily biased by age. 


It seems that the concept of a "deleted" entity -- one that is marked as 
deleted and not applicable to Honor Roll or Challenge but that still exists in 
the records -- is an elegant solution to the problem of changes in entity 
status. Distinguishing entities that are no longer extant makes sense as a 
means of leveling the playing field for younger participants in DXCC, but to 
wipe out someone's past accomplishments altogether just seems too drastic. 


At its last meeting the ARRL Programs and Services Committee decided that 
administratively the concept of deleted entities should be returned to the 
DXCC program. Necessary changes to Section Il, DXCC List Criteria have 
been made to the rules and part 5 is renamed Deletion Criteria. 


The concepts for deleting an entity do not change. If an entity is deleted it will 
be added to the Deleted Entities List and the statistical records for DXCC 
participants will be adjusted accordingly, just as they had been in the years 
prior to 2000. The numbers shown in the individual DXCC records lists have 
always included the Deleted Entities. 


No DXCC participant needs to take any action at all. 


The US Coast Guard announced that due to economic conditions, they would 
be closing down the 24 LORAN-C (Long Range Aid to Navigation) stations 
operated under the auspices of the USCG. LORAN stations provide 
navigation, location and timing services for both civil and military air, land and 
marine users. According to the USCG, LORAN-C is approved as an en route 
supplemental air navigation system for both Instrument Flight Rule (IFR) and 
Visual Flight Rule (VFR) operations. The LORAN-C system serves the 48 
continental states, their coastal areas and parts of Alaska. 


On February 26", 2009, the Office of Management and Budget (OMB) 
publicly announced the President's Fiscal Year 2010 Budget. In the section 
for the Department of Homeland Security (DHS), the budget "supports the 
termination of outdated systems such as the terrestrial-based, long-range 
radionavigation (LORAN-C) operated by the US Coast Guard, resulting in an 
offset of $36 million in 2010 and $190 million over five years." The USCG, 
once a part of the US Department of Transportation, is now under the 
direction of DHS. 


LORAN-A stations were developed beginning in World War Il, and signals 
were transmitted on frequencies in and around our present-day 160 meter 
band. LORAN-A was responsible for reduced amateur radio operations, 
including frequency and power limitations, on 160 meters in the United 
States. In 1979, the Coast Guard phased out the LORAN-A stations; they 
were replaced by LORAN-C stations. The newer stations operated on 100 
kHz, enabling the restrictions on 160 meters due to LORAN to be dropped. 


According to the Coast Guard, the nation's oldest continuous sea-going 
service will continue to operate the current LORAN-C system through the end 
of fiscal year 2009; it is in the process of preparing detailed plans for 
implementing the fiscal year 2010 budget. According to USCG Vice 
Commandant and Chief Operating Officer Vice Admiral V. S. Crea, further 
details of the LORAN-C termination plan will be available upon the 
submission of the President's full budget.

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Earlier this year, US Fish and Wildlife Service (USFWS) 
announced that they would open Midway Atoll to Amateur 
Radio operations for two weeks only, from October 5- 
19, 2009. Tom Harrell, N4XP, of Monroe, Georgia, 
and Dave Johnson, WB4JTT, of Aitkin, Minnesota,

have put together a team of 19 operators from all over the world to activate 
Midway Atoll for a 10 day period as K4M. This the first time that USFWS 
has allowed amateurs to operate from the wildlife refuge since 2002. 


"Midway ranks as Number 24 worldwide and 
Number 13 in Europe on DX Magazine's Most 
Wanted List," Harrell and Johnson said. "Activity 
will be on 6-160 meters with 5 to 6 stations. At 
least one station will be active on 20 meters 
around the clock for those who need it for a new 
country. Major efforts will be made to meet the 
demand to the most needed geographical areas, 
the low bands and RTTY." The team has posted a 


list of planned frequencies on their Web site. 


The co-leaders said that travel to the atoll is only allowed by chartered 
aircraft: "Because of the size of the aircraft, the team is presented with 
unique challenges. As such, the aircraft will only be able to carry the team, 
requiring the equipment to be shipped by boat some months ahead." 


In January, the USFWS started a program to encourage visitors to 
experience Midway's wildlife, history and culture, as well as non-wildlife- 
dependent activities -- including Amateur Radio. To ensure the safety of the 
wildlife on the Refuge, Midway Atoll Refuge Manager Matt D. Brown said 
that Amateur Radio operations will be permitted for two weeks only, and 
only within a designated area on the north side of Sand Island. Brown also 
said that while portable generators will not be permitted, there is 120 V 
power available at the operation site; any modifications to the island power 
grid/infrastructure must be approved in advance and be paid for entirely by 


the radio operators. 


Brown said that the K4M team will also be required to attend a refuge 
orientation shortly after their arrival designed to enhance visitor safety, 
wildlife protection and overall enjoyment of the wildlife refuge. "Although 
determined to be a wildlife-compatible activity," Brown said, "this [Amateur 
Radio] opportunity is being conducted on a trial basis." Brown has the 
authority to discontinue the activity at any time, based on wildlife protection 


and conservation goals. 


Midway is located in the North Pacific Ocean —- approximately 1250 miles 
northwest of Honolulu — about one-third of the way between Honolulu and 
Tokyo. At less than 150 miles east of the International Dateline, Midway 
Atoll is truly "midway" around the world from the Greenwich meridian.

People were more than happy to point out these calls were 
incorrect and what the correct call was. | was very disappointed and concerned by that. 


What is contesting? It is a competition between operators. This competition involves working stations on the air during the contest period. 


Part of working stations is recording them accurately in the log. When the contest is over the participants submit their log (the record of their activity) to the 
contest sponsor. The sponsor checks the logs and publishes the results. Some people are declared winners, but everyone is also able to compete with 
themselves and measure their own improvement. 


Seems pretty simple. 


If contesters sit around after the contest and compare their logs with others in order to make corrections to what they copied, is that within the spirit of the 
competition? You are still competing to work stations, but accuracy is no longer being tested. Same is true if you use other means after the contest to 
correct your log (looking at DX Summit records, listening to audio recordings, etc.). 


In the "old days" ops would write their log using pencil and paper. They would then have to manually go back through and dupe the log. During this process 
they would correct errors they found or make the text easier to read. This process took time and is a big part of the reason there is a 30 day period to submit 
logs. It also lead to this perception that correcting logs after the contest was OK. 


Today, we keep our log on computer. At most we should scan through the log looking for typos and fixing anything we kept a note of during the contest. 
These corrections should be done by you based on your own review and knowledge of the log. Not as a group effort or using outside tools! 
Its ok if you didn't get every call or exchange correct. Yes, your score may be reduced by the log checkers. That's part of the competition. 


Request your log check report after 
the results are published and study 
it.
